Give u» men is the prayer of the world to-day. That prayer will 
b« answered when we have given the boys a chance. The majority 
mttst recogniae that many boys are in need of help, but it is the old 
■tory of the other man. There, are countless circtimstanoes In life 
vhen it is convenient to shift the responsibility upon someone else. 
No fallacies are so subtle as thorn which insinuate themselves into 
oor rensonings at a time when our interests are involved. When we 
seek to free ourselves of the burden of re^onsibility in any situation 
ve must be peculiarly on our guard that we do not allow ourselves 
to become ensnared in the toils of plausible exptaiurtlons, which, when 
strinped of their verbal dress appear in their nakedness as contempt* 
Me tutterfuges. 

There is the mistaken notion that we can escape obligiations by 
simply not assuming^them. There are certain obligations which it 
' is not possfble to refuse. We cannot say that we have no responsi 
; bilHies for the condiypjis in which we live. Duties of sufdi a kind 
' tre not assumed by definite choice, but belong to us whether we will 
' 49r.not. We must aosver for our silence, for our inertia, for our 
' Igoorance, for our indifference. If the handicapped boys of the city 
$n in need of help, it is our duty to see that tlhey are helped 

Many sink into the fallacy of securing freedom from responsi- 
bility by the assumptlon^of a convenient ignorance. The comforting 
' dieory. Is that no respdH^blllty can be attached to a person concerning 
I in act of which he is Ignorant. This is doubtless true providing he 
{. |i not purposely ignoitfnt. A person may not be held responsible 
|or failure to see the iobvious when his eyes are shut; but lie is re>

The pioneer features of Dental 
uiaalottanr wodc in Ohlns were ad« 
mlralbly desorlbed to a group of siu- 
donts at Btrathoona Hall last night 
by Da. Lindsay, the first Dental 
Missionary to West Ohtna. 

When Dr. Lindsay waa sent to the 
mlssioB in Obeng Ttt, Urirteen yeara 
ago, his mission ifaa an «xperlment 
which baa slnoo been fully Justified. 
Tba nîlaaion oburSh wbb then in a 
preeatlona condltlao mint • to the 
reoeut dlsturbanms and bitter dis- 
trust of foreigners, but one by one 
the obstacles were overcome and the 
missionaries soon won thie confidence 
of the peopla. The speaker then 
deaoribed to most Intarasttof detail, 
the rapid growth of the work along 
not only evanteHstlo Itoea but also ot 
the erecting ot schools and hoapltals, 
and finally the big Union University, 
where Ohlnese students -ass belnff 
trained In piaetloally «vary proteo 
slon. 

One Interesting detail which goes 
to prove fte success of the work was 
the fact that when the work had 
greatly outgrown the acoommodatloa, 
an appeal wa'^ made to the Chinese 
Christians for <unds to build a neii- 
chnrah. To the great surprise ot tb« 
missionaries, the sum of 1 6,000, a 
colossal sum of money In China, was 
realized. 

The Mission is now praotloally 
self supporting, and Dr. Lindsay told 
of th« plana now on foot tor pushing 
the frontiers of the Church farther 
into the huge expanse of territory 
where millions are yet living In t!ie 
darkness of superstition and lgn?i 
ance. To carry on this work, he 
emphasised tho need of more workoni 
so that the work might boicarrled op 
with '0ren.gre8ter results. '

DSar mtr-* 
U has been drasm to my attsA^ 
tlon that recently a certain lectlen 
of the theologloal stndents have bssn 
endeavouring to Inaugurate a so* 
callad Uttdsrgmduata Society. In 
former yeara thia bas been attonptad 
but has always died a natural death. 
Now. however, they have gone so far 
to draw up a oonatltutloa. And 
If this oonsUtutlon Is to be the bssls 
of the sodaty, then It should be the 
policy of all rlKbt^ndad tbolofftoal 
studenta— and ot tbeso we know 
there ara a great many-4o stamp out 
thia association before it baa had any 
tbna to work mischief in McOUl. The 
theological students as a whole have 
formsrly bssti notorlous'for tha lack 
of Intarsat they hava dlsplayad to tba 
activities of tha University. It la 
but lately that they have begun to 
coma out of their shell, aa it ware. 
But if this society were to have any 
exiatanca it wfiîld put them into 
greater aeetuslon than ever 
^ jf jàom Mùt to the constitution, 
maidberBbln to ha society Is to be 
purely voluntary. But yet the aodety 
would obviously, to a certain «xtent, 
control the actions of Its non-mem- 
bers. Those who did not wish to 
oln would be left out of the theo- 
logical activities of the logs. Surely 
thia Is a very funny state of affairs 
to begin with. But more than this. 
They have actually in an unwarrant- 
ed manner had the presumption to 
name the association an undergradu- 
ate society — unwarranted for the 
reason that a great number of Its 
mombors would not be undergradu 
atea at all in the sense which the 
University recognizes. They are 
willtog to accept as a member of tho 
society any man who Intends to take 
up theology, even though he be still 
in Arte, which will certolnly not bo 
tolerated by the Arts Undergraduate 
Society. But they are content with 
only this stamp of member. They 
<wl11 also include to tfio society man 
who have taken one course in .Arts, 
In any year, regardless of Whether 
he has vaased his matriculation or 
not— and many have not— and who is 
taktog or haa taken one courso In 
any year ot theology. Sorely it is 
bad enonCh to be trataing In such an 
Inadequate fashion the men who are 
to become the mtolsters of the gospel 
without atyling them undergraduates 
The instlgaton of the movement 
seem to have the fond idea that the 
University autborittes will be pleaaed 
with the idea to anoh an extent aa to 
hand them over one dollar per man 
for every member who has paid his 
universal fee to the College. Now, 
the authoritlos would never recognize 
any aueh society baaed on such 
constitution. They would certainly 
never recognize an association which 
would tend to disintegrate the spirit 
of McOUl and Increase the clique 
spirit which is already sufficiently 
prevalent The organisers may mean 
well, but a certain land spoken of In 
the Scriptures faUed with good Inten 
tions. We wish to point out to them 
th«t while taking their Arts course 
their duty Ilea toward McOUl and 
not towards tbelr-respeotlve colleges, 
and that a man who haa ao^ passed 
his matriculation can be éuled an 
undergradinte, sUU less than one 
who is not UUng a full course either 
in the University proper or in theo- 
logy. If tha society were composed 
solely of these men who are taking a 
full course-in theology, then the so- 
ciety would have a firm basis for i''a 
fonndation, But |otherwfse the 
scheme should be nipped to the bud 
before It has a chance to gather 

headwar. 
I would bo very sorry 

this Utter were taken to be an out- 
burst against theological students in 
general, for such is by no means the 
éase. But the purpose of the eidstle 
le<tO' check to time a movement which 
It aUowed to continue would prove 
detrimenUl to the spirit of tho nnl 
versity at large, and would be un 
woraiy.«f oar Alma Mater— MoOlll.

The Council and the 
Corporation have both ratified Ita 
constitution. 

The main objecta of the club are as 
follows: To give en opportunity for 
sbidcntfl to understand ihuman nature 
and to know themeelvea; to arrange 
for lectures on Social Service topics 
to bo delivered by prominent speak 
ers; to act as a clearing house 
through which students desirous of 
giving voluntary service may be con 
nected with opportunities for the 
same, in the Social Service work of 
the city; to organize and carry on 
any particular piece of Social Service 
work as may seem wise from time to 
time. Now that this club has be, 
oome an approved University organ 
laation. It Is the duty of every Jn 
terested student to Uke an active 
Interest In at least one of the depart- 
ments of the club's work.''

Is to bo made to Bordeaux Jail 
In the near future. These trips may 
be made by iilf interested students 
It is hoped that'tr^s to other InstItu 
ttons will be made as well. 

One of the club's major activitio.1 
at the present time Is a club for boys

Two rooms were sc- 
cnred in tbe Children's Hospital on 
St. Antoine Street, and they hive the 
use of a gymnaslum in a school near- 
by. About thirty boys attend regu- 
larly. These boys have elected 
officers from among their numlicr, 
and are encouraged to control, the'r 
own activities as far , as possible. 
Experienced workers are In charge 
[of the rooms four evenings a wnak. 
while the gymnasium work is under 
tho auporvlslon of a capable physical 
director on a fifth night. 

This club is worthy of much more 
general support. The meeting Is 
open to both men and women, and it 
is hoped that a largo number will at- 
tend to-night's meeting.

The difference in the way sports 
and various athletics are handled is 
one of the main dleUnctlons between 
the Univcrsltlee of South Africa and 
those of this country, according to 
V. Bosman, graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Cape town, South Africa, and 
now assistant in chemistry. 

" Sport is carried on entirely by the 
students in the University of Cape 
Town," says Mr. Bosnian. "There 
are no professional coaches, Tho 
captain of a particular club, together 
with his committee, controls all the 
activities of his club, in six or seven 
teams as the case may be. 

"Sport presents not only a physi- 
cal side but also a moral aspect. It 
becomes a game of Ideals, and It is 
hoped that those ideals which are de- 
veloped on the sports field will play a 
prominent part in the evorydaiy life 
of tho studenta, 

" South African UnlveralUos, owing 
to the conditions existing in the 
country, are able to encourage a more 
general education than are those of 
tho United States. A great deal of 
the student's time is Uken up in 
doing outside work in connection 
with different sporting clubs, such as 
Rugby, cricket, tennis, hockey, eta. 
or the various societies, such as de- 
badng literary, philosophy, scientific, 
medical, magazine, etc. For this 
work he gets no credit or pay. but he 
does it for love of tho University and 
the interest of the Institution. 

" All Universities In South Africa 
have self-government. A studentef 
representative council meets once a 
month, and controls all sport', socie- 
ties, social cntprtalnment. and deals 
with all dlfflcultieF arising with re- 
gard to the student body.
